McCleary and fcYank Porter were en- 
gaged in blasting in Clark's stone 
quarry, a mile back of Roscoe. They 
made an ineffectual attempt to dis- 
integrate a huge bowlder that stood 
like a lonely sentinal on the hill side. 
The rock was a monster, evidently 
left ages ago by a glacier, and tower- 
ed fully twenty-five feet in the air.

Justice Brewer Dire* His Views 


on the Subject 


NOT CONFINED TO ANY ONE SECTION 


Bays Many Good Men, Horrified at 


til* Atrocity of tbe Crime*, Join la 
Ue Uprising*— Rely Upou Public 
Sentiment to Shield Them From 
Punishment. 
New York. Aug. 17.—Associate Jus- 


tice David J. Brewer of the supreme 
court of the United States has written 
an article on the crime of lynching, in 
the course of which he says: 


"Our government recently*, forward* 


ed to Russia a petition in respect to 
alleged aatrocities committed upon 
the Jews. That government, as might 
have been expected, unwilling to have 
Its internal affairs a matter of consid- 
eration by other governments, de- 
clined to receive the petition. If, in- 
stead of so doing, it had replied that 
It would put a stop to all such atroci- 
ties when this government put a stop 
to lynchings, what could we have 
said? 


"It is well to look the matter fairly 


In the face. Many good men join in 
these uprisings, horrified at the atroc- 
ity of the crime and eager for swift 
and summary punishment. Of course 
they violate the law themselves, but 
rely on the public sentiment behind 
them 
for escape from punishment. 


Many of these lynchings are accom- 
panied by the horrible barbarities of 
savage torture, and all that can be 
said in palliation is the atrocity of the 
offenses which led up to them. For a 
time they were confined largely ^to the 
south, but that section of the country 
no longer has a monopoly. The chief 
offense which .caused those lynchings 
has been the rape of white women by 
colored men. No words can be found 
too strong to describe the atrocity of 
such a crime. It is no wonder that 
the community is excited. Men would 
disgrace their manhood it they were 
not. And, if a few lynchings had put 
a stop to the offense, society might 
have condoned such breaches of its 
law; but the fact is, if we may credit 
the reports, the crime, instead of di- 
minishing, Is on the increase. The 
black beast (for only a beast would be 
guilty of such an offense) stvms to be 
not deterred thereby. More than that, 
as might be expected, lynching for 
such atrocious crimes Is no longer 
confined to them, but is being resort- 
ed to for other offenses. 


"What can be done to stay this epi- 


demic of lynching ? One thing is the 
establishment of a greater confidence 
In the summary and certain punish- 
ment of the criminal. Men are afraid 
of the law's delays and the uncertain- 
ty of Its results. Not that they doubt 
the integrity of Judges, out they know 
that the law abounds with technical 
rules and that appellate courts will 
often reverse a judgment of convic- 
tion for a disregard of such rules, not- 
withstanding a full belief in the guilt 
of the accused. If all were certain 
that the guilty ones would be prompt- 
ly tried and punished the inducement 
to lynch would be largely taken away. 
In an address which I delivered be- 
fore the American Bar association at 
Detroit some years since I advocated 
doing away with appeals in criminal 
cases. It did not meet the favor of 
the association, but I still believe in 
its wisdom. For nearly 100 years there 
was no appeal from the Judgment of 
conviction of criminal cases in our 
federal courts, and no review except 
in a few cases in which, two Judges 
sitting, a difference of opinion on a 
question of law was certified to the 
supreme court 
In England the rule 


has been that there was no appeal in 
criminal cases, although a question of 
doubt might be reserved by the pre- 
siding Judge for the consideration ol 
his brethren. Hon. B. J. Phelps, who 
was minister to England during Mr. 
Cleveland's first administration, once 
told me that while he was there only 
two cases were so reserved. Does any 
one doubt that Justice was fully ad- 
ministered by the English courts?"

Up to this time the claims of the 
:ampaign managers mey J>e summed 
up in the statement of W P. Hunt- 
ngton, in behalf of Mr. Zimmerman, 
who says that including the Mont- 
gomery county delegation of 25, nam- 
ed yesterday without opposition and 
claimed to be solidly for Zimmerman, 
the Springfield candidate has 
258 


votes up to this time. 


The claim of the Johnson bureau 


gives Zimmerman but 76 votes to 184 
for Johnson, this count not including 
the 43 votes in Hamilton county, that 
by general consent may be placed in 
the Zimmerman colum until other- 
wise disposed of by the convention. If 
the Bigelow faction make no nomina- 
tion they will certainly go -there; if 
they do, there is the best reason for 
believing that it will remain in the 
anti-Johnson column.
